A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
wan-anting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.1 1 1 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademari< Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 



The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

In the case of a telephone or video-conference interview, the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence address 
either with or prior to the next official communication. If additional correspondence from the examiner is not likely before an allowance or if other 
circumstances dictate, the Fonri should be mailed promptly after the interview rather than with the next official communication.

- Name of applicant 

- Name of examiner 

- Date of interview 

- Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the Interview (if Fonm is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fonm will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to Include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the inten/iew.

If the claims are allowable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter setting forth the examiner's version of the 
statement attributed to him or her.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: In an interview on May 22, 2005, Atty. Krause stated that he does 
not agree with the Gowda patent used in the previous Office Actions. Particularly, his concerns are directed to the 
limitations for the drive circuit in the independent claims. Examiner Quiett explained that the Applicant's usage of 
"adapted to" language broadens the scope of the limitations with "adpated to" language, which is explained in MPEP 
21 1 1 .04 [R-3]. As a result, Examiner Quiett has agreed to issue a Second Non-Final Office Action in order to give the 
limitations for the drive circuit patentable weight (as well as the other claimed limitations). When amending this 
application, Atty. Krause has agreed to omit "adapted to" language from the claims. Please note that Supervisory 
Patent Examiner Vu was present during the May 22nd interview. On July 25, 2006, Atty. Krause informed Examiner 
Quiett that he had not received the Second Non-Final Office Action as promised. Examiner Quiett stated that the 
promised office action was completed, but somehow it was not "counted". As a result, she will prepare the same 
Second Non-Final Office Action to be reviewed and counted for the present biweek (0622). Although the July 26, 2006 
is the Applicant response deadline, the present application will not become abandoned due to the present situation, 
and since the Second Non-Final Office Action will restart the prosecution time period. Because the July 25*^ interview 
was not planned. Examiner Quiett's immeditate supervisory, Vu, was not present during the interview. However, 
Examiner Quiett did consult another SPE, David Ometz, in between the phone calls of Quiett and Krause. 
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
